GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-_ 

AN ORDINANCE amending Chapter 33 of the 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. 




BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 

INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That present Section 33-27 is deleted and the 
following substituted: Section 33-27. Procedure. 

The procedure of the Board shall be governed by the provisions 
of I.C. 36-7-4-900-etseq. The Board shall adopt rules and regulations 
concerning the filing of appeals, the giving of notices, the conduct of 
its hearings and for all other of its operations and procedures as shall be 
necessary to carry out its duties. It shall keep minutes of its operations 
and procedures as shall be necessary to carry out its duties. It shall 
keep minutes of its proceedings, records of its examinations and other 
official actions, prepare written findings and record the vote on all 
action taken. All minutes and records of the Board shall be public. 

SECTION 2. That Section 33-28 is deleted and the following 
substituted: 

Powers of the Board of Zoning Appeals. 

A. The Board of Zoning Appeals shall hear and 
determine appeals from and review: 

(1) any order, requirement, decision, or determination 
made by an administrative official, hearing officer or staff member under 
the zoning ordinance; 

(2) any order, requirement, decision or determination 
made by an administrative board or other body except a plan commission in 
relation to the enforcement of the zoning ordinance; or 

(3) any order, requirement, decision or determination 
made by aft administrative board or other body except a plan commission in 
relation to the enforcement of an ordinance adopted under this chapter 
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requiring the procurement of an improvement location or occupancy permit. 

(4) upon appeal, the Board may reverse o^ affirm, or 
may modify the order, requirement, decision or determination appealed from. 
For this purpose the Board has all powers of the official, officer, board 
of body from which the appeal is taken. 

B. The Board of Zoning Appeals shall approve or deny all: 

(1) special uses; (Sec. 33-13) 

(2) contingent uses; (Sec. 33-12) 

(3) variance of use; (I.C. 36-7-4-918.4) 

(4) variances from the development standards of the 
zoning ordinance, (I.C. 36-7-4-918.5). In all such cases, the board may 
impose reasonable conditions as part of its approval. 

SECTION 3. Present Section 33-29 is deleted and the following 
substituted: 

Section 33-29. Zoning Hearing Officer and Alternate Procedure. 

A. The Plan Commission may authorize the creation of 
a hearing officer for the types of cases and in 
in accordance with the procedures outlined in 
I.C. 36-7-4-923 and I.C. 36-7-4-924. 

SECTION 4. That this Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and due legal 
publication thereof.
